Penn hurst deaths: 


Death rate 10 times higher than U.S. average 


Statistics filed with the federal 
court and released Thursday in­ 
dicate that 468 people, mostly 
between the ages of 10 and 40, died 
at the Pennhurst State School and 
Hospital for the mentally retarded 
in Chester County between 1964 
and 1975. 
The death rate was more than 10 
times the national average for that 
age group. 
The cause of death for many of 
the 
patients 
was 
listed 
as 
pneumonia. 
Dr. 
C. 
Duane 
Youngberg, 
superintendent of the‘school, had 
provided the statistics under a 
court order from U.S. District 


Judge Raymond J. Broderick. 
Dr. 
Youngberg 
refused 
to 
comment Thursday night on the 
figures or the listed cause of death 
at the state institution, saying he 
had provided the- information to 
the court with the understanding 
that the information would remain 
confidential. 
“I submitted that information 
under a court order with the un­ 
derstanding that the information 
would be sealed ...I won’t talk, 
about any of that with you,” 
Youngberg said. 
Youngberg was quoted in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer as saying 
that the death rate at Pennhurst, 


“ is about what you’ll find in the 
normal world.” 
The death rate at Pennhurst 
between 1964 and 1975 ranged from 
15 to 46 per 1,000 patients, com­ 
pared to Department of Com­ 
merce figures showing that fewer 
than 
1.6 
persons 
p e r 
1,000 
nationwide die before the age of 
35. 
Specific 
information 
on 
the 
deaths was not included in the 
court papers. The papers were 
filed in connection with a suit 
brought against the hospital two 
years ago by a patient who said 
her civil rights had been violated 
while attending Pennhurst.

rem ains in a coma, but

vital signs rem ain 
stable.

and discovered a high 
stakes poker game in

flowing bar. 
Independent 
sources, 
both in and outside the

e x a m i n e r ’s 
office, said investigators 
also 
had 
uncovered 
e v i d e n c e 
of 
h e a v y 
drinking and drug use 
among some members of 
the night staff at the 
morgue. 
Evidence was acquired 
that at least one night 
staff employe 
was in­ 
volved with a call girl 
operation involving four 
or five prostitutes, the 
sources said. This em ­ 
ploye, whose name was 
withheld, allegedly used 
the medical examiner’s

dates for his stable of 
girls.

Just minutes before the 
hearing was to begin, the

they appealed a Colorado 
state court order refusing 
to open it. 
Judge Lohr had barred 
the press and public from 
the hearing at the request 
of Miss Longet’s lawyers.

She transported them 
across state lines, and the trio became the 
target of a nationwide search. 
The children were taken without their 
mother’s permission. They were taken under 
false pretenses. 
Sara Coner’s motive was love. 
There’s no doubt Sara Coner loved the 
children. She felt she had more right to them 
than 
their 
V ietnam ese 
m other. 
She 
rationalized that the 
12-year-old girl she 
abducted could not be raised properly as an 
American teen-ager with a Vietnamese 
mother. 
Last week federal authorities placed Sara 
Coner on deferred prosecution. That means 
in 18 months her record will be wiped clean. 
This week the Chester County district 
attorney’s office asked Phoenixville District 
Justice John Jeffers to dismiss charges 
against Miss Coner, after her preliminary 
hearing had been delayed a week. 
“ We no longer wish to prosecute,” said 
Elliott Goldberg, assistant district attorney. 
He also mentioned 
about not wanting to 
create double jeopardy by prosecuting, 
although the federal and state charges are 
entirely different. 
What Goldberg really meant was that Sara 
Coner w as being left off the hook because her 
actions were precipitated by love. 
Authorities felt she suffered enough by 
having to return the children, and from the 
large amount of publicity she received. 
But what about the mother of the children? 
What agony she must have suffered, losing 
15 pounds from her already thin fram e in the 
20 days the children were missing. W’hat of 
her apprehension of not knowing where her 
children were, and what they were doing? 
Isn’t this refugee who came to this country 
in search of freedom, entitled to the same 
protection American citizens’ are? 
No one’s advocating that Sara Coner be 
sent to prison. Even the mother is willing to 
forgive and forget. 
But what happens the next time the law is 
twisted in Chester County? Will suspects be 
able to use “love” as the cop-out in crimes of 
passion? 
“Thieves steal because they love money 
and we prosecute them ,” one area police 
chief said. 
For Chester County authorities to drop the 
Sara 
Coner case without allowing the 
defendent to have her 
day in court is an 
injustice to her, to the two children and their 
mother, and to the American system.

SOME DREAMERS in club and fraternal 
organizations

dividual alike. Moreover, proponents of 
legalizing the return of the money-swallower 
of insatiable maw say this is not far off. 
These aleatory clubmen fronting for the

say

good; that they need revenue for charity, to 
field kids’ baseball teams, if not to fend off 
their own insolvency. 
There seems to be no exhortative demand 
from the player who wears out his right arm 
with anemia of the wallet his only return. 
For with the take 60 percent or more for the 
house, the gambler has to lose all if he plays 
long enough. 
But all precincts are not in and Penn­

The medium and President Lincoln 


sst 


It’s hard to ti ll how many heads of state 
have been influenced by psychic mediums. 
I don't think many people know that 
President Lincoln consulted one, at one of 
the most important times of his life. The 
medium was a young woman named Nettie 
Colburn, who had become known for her 
psychic talents in the early 1860s through 
her lectures along the East Coast during the 
Civil War crisis. She wrote about her ex­ 
periences in the White House with Lincoln 
in very great detail, revealing some scenes 
that might have had an important influence 
on history. 
It was Mrs. Lincoln who found out about 
Nettie Colburn, and who persuaded her to 
come directly to the White House at the 
timo when Lincoln was facing the decision 
of whether or not to issue the Emancipation 
Proclamation. 
There 
was 
tremendous 
pressure on, Lincoln not to sign it, and it was 


apparent that he was turning the decision 
over and over in his mind for a long time. 
M rs. Lincoln was so impressed with the 
reports about Nettie Colburn, that she lost 
no time in setting up a meeting in December 
1862. Nettie was what is called a trance 
m edium , meaning that she becam e a 
channel for psychic forces who spoke 
through her while she was in a trance. 
According to what Nettie Colburn recalled, 
the President had her sit on an ottom an, 
while 
he 
asked 
her 
questions 
about 
mediumship, among a circle of friends who 
w ere also in the room. 
As they talked, 
Nettie found herself 
automatically slipping into a trance, and 
recalled nothing until she became awake in 
the 
same room, 
standing 
in 
front of 
President Lincoln, who was still in his 
chair. There was complete silence in the 
room.

Later, she learned from the others what 
her trance voice had said. Apparently, 
w hatever spiritual forces that were working 
through the young medium had come out 
directly and said that the Emancipation 
Proclam ation was to be “ the crowning 
event of his adm inistration and his life,” 
and that he must “stand firm in his con­ 
victions and fearlessly perform the urork 
and fulfill the mission for which he had been 
raised up by an overruling Providence.’’ 
She 
recalled 
Lincoln 
himself 
saying: 
“Thank you for coming here. It is more 
im portant than perhaps any one present 
can understand.” 
Nettie Colburn reports that she was called 
back 
many times after that for con­ 
sultations with Lincoln. On many of them, 
she was never told what she had said in her 
trances, but on one she recalls that her 
trance voi.ee urged Lincoln to go im ­

mediately to the front to bolster the falling 
morale of the troops. Lincoln immediately 
followed the advice, with a resulting upturn 
in the morale. 
Apparently, 
Nettie 
Colburn 
was 
a 
legitimate and honest medium, and her 
advice was well respected by Lincoln. But it 
does open the question as to what could 
happen 
if 
an 
unscrupulous 
or 
phony 
medium influenced an im portant public 
figure. Most reliable mediums will say that 
there is no substitute for good, down- 
to-earth judgment, and that their readings 
should be used only for guidelines, and not 
for predictions of the future or plans to be 
followed to the letter. 
Mediums 
can. 
however, 
help 
verify 
pending decisions that have been well- 
thought out, and can provide spiritual en­ 
couragement 
that 
comes 
from 
forces 
beyond ourselves.

Education blueprint not 'in the books'

ancient “ Public School 
Code” 
was 
first

19. 
1975 
incidentally. 
Since then the new code 
has flapped in and out of 
committee in the House 
of 
R e p r e s e n t a t i v e s , 
where it was introduced, 
like a ping-pong ball on a 
dribble. 
Its last committee, the 
H ouse 
A p p ro p ria tio n 
Committee, reported it 
out for floor action in 
February (of this year) 
but then in April it was 
laid on the table — where 
it has reposed ever since. 
The hold-up revolves 
around squabbles over 
what

codification — that it, 
proposed new procedures 
covering 
education 
in 
Pennsylvania.

Paul Lynde: 
Comic actor opts for Oscar

Anyone 
who catches 
Paul 
Lynde’s per­ 
formance on Hollywood Squares is usually most 
taken with his quick wit, his skill at tossing out 
side-splitting ad libs. 
But at a small press conference, arranged to 
promote his current performance at Valley 
Forge Music Fair, Paul Lynde insists em­ 
phatically that he is not an ad lib artist, nor is he 
a comedian. 
He is, he said, a comedic actor, one who is 
scared 
to death 
of 
reporters. 
But 
doing 
“Squares” made him nervous when he first 
agreed to appear. Now, after nine years, he 
claims he is “experienced," not skillful. 
Valiantly trying to overcome his obvious 
trepidation, Lynde explained that press con­ 
ferences, like talk shows, remove a performer’s 
mystique, and both terrify him.. 
He admitted he feels much the same way a'bout 
his East Coast tour which started Tuesday night 
at the Valley Forge theater. He is insecure 
facing a live audience as himself. He’d much 
prefer a role to hide behind. 
While the opening night performance ap­ 
peared to go well, Lynde confessed he was 
stricken with fear throughout. 
“Can you imagine standing there repeating 
lines and thinking to yourself, ‘I don’t know what 
follows this’,” he asked with a typical Paul 
Lynde grimace and wave of the hand. 
He is wary of reporters and critics alike 
because he feels they are often unfair to per­ 
formers for the simple enjoyment of being nasty. 
He cited the brutality of facing reviews after 
an opening night performance on Broadway. 
“ You’ve got to play a show with an audience to 
know where the mistakes are. Opening night is 
the worst time to see a play . People should go six 
weeks later when it’s all together. And that’s 
when it should be reviewed,” he noted. 
In any performance, Lynde feels the actor is at 
the mercy of the script and used one of his best- 
known roles as an example. 
Playing Harry in “Bye Bye Birdie” on 
Broadway was fun, he said, a thrilling ex­ 
perience. What was done to the movie version 
was a disaster. 
“I hated the movie. They should have called it 
‘Hello, Ann-MargretV” he said. 
Then with the usual Lynde laugh, “ But I don’t 
blame Ann. If the director had fallen in love with 


me, I would have done the same thing.” 
Actually he is a great champion of actors and 
acting as a profession and said he is sorry to see 
television remove so much of the glamor from 
the entertainment industry . 
On the other hand, 
it is a demanding 
profession, one that Lynde says requires a streak 
of masochism. 
“When my plumber messes up my plumbing, 
he and I are the only ones who know it. When an 
actor makes a mistake, several thousand people 
are in on it,” he remarked. 
As the casual atmosphere and lunch, Lynde 
had a large vodka as a main course, relaxed the 
performer, he spoke more freely of his personal 
likes and dislikes. 
His favorite TV shows are the news and “ Mary 
Hartman, Mary Hartm an,” the latter because it 
always makes him laugh. 
He endorsed Ronald Reagan as a presidential 
candidate, only after noting that the whole 
contest is pretty tragic. 
“He has glamor and a strong sense of 
morality,” Lynde said of Reagan. “ And besides, 
I just love his wife. If she married him, he must 
be a good man.” 
He loves plants but fears bees so he describes 
his home as well shrubbed but completely 
deflowered. 
Because he is extremely nervous, Lynde 
claims he shuns Hollywood life. A man of simple 
tastes, he enjoys having friends to his home for 
dinner on weekends rather than going out. 
Harvey Korman, Tim Conway and Jonathan 
Winters generally head the guest list. Vincent 
Price drops in if Lynde is cooking a special stew 
from, a recipe he refused to share with the press. 
This quiet life is shared with a dog, Harry, a 
Dandie Dinmont. who looks life a stuffed animal 
handed out at carnivals, according to his owner. 
Harry, Lynde explained dryly, is at summer 
camp while he is on tour. 
With Broadway appearances, 12 movies and 
some 50 television shows to his credit, not to 
mention summer stock, Lynde said he is still 
waiting for that “golden script.” 
Yes, he said, as disgusted as he is with the 
Hollywood movie industry, he wants to do a 
movie, one that will be an important picture. He 
cited “The Graduate” as an example. 
With all traces of comedy gone from the face of 
the “comedic actor,” Paul Lynde confessed a 
lifelong ambition, “ I want to win an Oscar.”

Catholic education 


Student contracts encourage stiff competition for The Gifted

“Catholic education has always catered to the 
academic 
students,” 
said 
Sister 
Patricia, 
principal at St. Aloysius school. 
Right now, the Catholic education method 
seems to cater to contracts. From grades three 
to eight at St. Aloysius and through all four 
grades at St. Pius X High School, students enter 
a course with a contract. 
Through 
conferences 
with 
teachers 
and 
counsellors, a student chooses what grade he 
thinks he can manage for a course during the 
year. 
“We will always let a student add the contract 
during the year,” said Father Joseph Murray, 
principal at St. Pius. “But they are not allowed to 
drop down a grade.” 
A contract stipulates what a student mustdo to 
achieve a certain grade. For a C grade, certain 
things outside of regular, class work ar e 
required. For each higher grade, a student must 
do all the work required for a lower grade, and 
something more. 
Most of the students at St. Pius opt for an A, 
said Father Murray. Not all make it of course, 
but he sounded pleased they were willing to take 
the responsibility of an A contract. 
Which lends itself to some extent toward 
helping the very bright, gifted children, said the 
principal. 
Students with particular talents are en­ 
couraged to enter as many competitions as are 
open, said Sister Patricia. She noted St. Aloysius 
students were the only ones competing in the 
local oratorical contests. 
Then there are the John Cardinal Krol essays, 
sponsored by the Archdioscese of Philadelphia of 
which Cardinal Krol is the head. 


And Sister Patricia said she has her “very best 
students travelling to Philadelphia once or twice 
a week,” for special lessons. 
The modular system, along with contract- 
teaching, is designed to open the options for the 
very bright students, said Father Murray. 


“There are a lot of possibilities with the mod 
system for individualized instruction,"' he said. 
The system means each “ mod” is worth a few 
more than 20 minutes. Some classes run two 
mods, some run three, and no two students are 
on exactly the same schedule. 
Courses under the mod system can be broken 
into one general lecture session for the basics 
with the entire class, and separate, smaller 
discussion groups for working with the in­ 
formation. 
“One of the basic problems in education now is 
boredom. The state is facing up to that in the 
mandate. 
“ People are used to the finest in entertainment 
and public speaking. With a television, you see it 
in front of you, In the olds days, a teacher who 
spoke well was enough to capture the bored 
students, But now1 they can’t compare to Walter 
Cronkite,” said Father Murray. 
The philosophy behind contract teaching is to 
have each student determine how much effort 
they want to give to each subject, 
But 
Sister 
Regina 
Marie, 
director 
of 
academics at St. Pius, cautions, “That decision 
is made after sessions with the guidance coun­ 
sellor. And we encourage parents to be in­ 
terested in their children's talents. Not make the 
decisons, just be interested.” 
For the students who are determined to “shoot 
for an A,” in each subject, who can’t really 
handle it, there is extra guidance. “They get so 
busy, they are just worn down.” 


But for the gifted, who can handle As and more 
in each subject, the schools try to tutor each 
student individually. 


Sister Stanislaus, head of the math depart­ 
ment, talks about one math wizard she is 
teaching now, who scaled the heights of calculus 
when he was a sophomore. 


For him there is a computer, which he used to 
program and solve his own problems, said Sister 
Stanislaus. 
“ If 
we 
found 
we 
needed 
an 
electron 
microscope in science, if there was one or two 
students who felt they just could not go on 
without it,” said Father Murray. “We would find 
some way of raising the money.” 


St. Pius also has a standing offer from public 
schools in the area, like Pottstown and Pott- 
sgrove, to use their facilities, said the principal. 
But as yet, he added, they have not needed that. 


“Some parents of our students are public 
school teachers," said Father Murray. “They 
are ready with extra 
tutoring for the special 
students,” 
Sister Patricia also believes the right kind of 
education for the advanced students is in the 
community, at no extra cost. 


“The Pottstown area is so full of people really 
willing to help children. They sign up to meet and 
work with kids and really offer their time.” 
She admits St. Aloysius cannot afford the 
range of books, usually paperbacks, which they 
would like in each subject to keep the students 
advancing. 
“We just put the super bright kids on the phone 
and they find their own information from experts 
in the area who have the experience and an­ 
swers.” 


Final Part 


Another feature of the mod system which 
F ather Murray believes cuts the boredom, for the 
brightest students is that every day is different. 
“ It runs on a six-day cycle.” 
The education of 30 years ago is dead, said 
F ather Murray. “ You watch kids listening to 
rock music and moving. And then you expect 
them to sit in class to stay in class, just sitting. It 
doesn’t work. ” 
“ The biggest thing we can give an exceptional 
child, or any child, is responsibility for himself.” 
“ There is no self-discipline in the world.” said 
Father Murray.

When considering color 
schemes for an apart­ 
ment, it is important to 
keep in mind that they 
must be psychologically 
satisfying. 
The mood of the room 
is established only by 
following

language of color. There 
are

major

siderations in selecting 
the right scheme. 
F irst, 
is 
the 
color 
scheme suitable for the 
apartment’s geographic 
and 
a r c h i t e c t u r a l 
requirements? 
A color scheme for a 
tree-shaded 
m ountain 
condominium would not 
be the same as for one in 
the desert. 
Likewise, a selection 
for an ocean or lakeside 
apartment would not be 
the same as for one in the 
city. 
The size of the room is 
another 
basic 
concern 
when 
selecting 
colors. 
Through the use of dif­ 
ferent colors, the room 
can be enlarged or made 
to appear smaller. 
F o r 
e x a mp l e , 
to 
minimize the effect of a 
long, 
narrow 
hallway, 
paint the end of the hall 
an advancing color such 
as orange or cranberry 
red. 
To provide more length 
for 
a 
narrow, 
short 
hallway, try painting the 
end wall a foggy blue or 
misty mauve. 
The third consideration 
is 
exposure 
to 
light. 
From the north window, 
the light and brillance 
are different than from 
the east or southwest 
window of theapartment. 
It does not necessarily 
mean north room, cold 
light, so use warm colors 


This is a good safe 
practice, but there are 
o t h e r 
a t t r a c t i v e 
solutions. 
A warm neutral color,
